A lot of people see the IWW was strongest in the early part of the century. There seems 
to be a resurgence right now, why is it springing back? 


E: I think the membership dropped so low initially, because of all the 

government repression and the laws that were created to dissuade union membership. People 
were indicted on sketchy charges just for being members of the IWW. I don't know what 
exactly about the political climate has spawned a resurgence. The relationship of a 
worker's earning power and the cost of living seems to be similar to the conditions back 
in the early days. People are working more and making less. Lots of people working long 
hours, and not making much money doing it. 


There seems to be a big presence in Portland. Is it like that across the country? 


E: Portland is a pretty active city, but there are branches springing up now in other 
states that haven't had an IWW presence for a long time. We just learned that there are 3 
new branches that just formed in Texas within the last year or so.

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Don't swallow that corporate swill By Abram Goldman-Armstrong 


Despite commitments to organic food and non-corporate lifestyles, many people still drink mass-produced corporate beer. 
Many claim it is an economic decision, but when you're paying high prices for organically grown food, stop and think- wouldn't you 
rather pair it with something brewed locally, and maybe even with organic ingredients? Supporting local craft brewers is one way 
to take your beer dollars back from the corporations, though the price difference is significant. Homebrewing provides an 
economical DIY route to better beer. For an initial investment of less than $75, you can leave behind the corporate swill. 

A few multinational corporations rule the beer world, Anheuser-Busch is the largest, followed by SAB (South African 
Breweries, who recently acquired Miller from RJ Reynolds), Belgian giants Interbrew are third, and Holland’s Heineken are fourth. 
These large conglomerates do produce some good beers, but they often buy breweries just to shut them as Miller did with Blitz- 
Weinhard brewery in 1999. As any Portlander knows, the closure of this brewery cost the city more than just the jobs of the 
brewers and packaging employees. It also Opened up the neighborhood for the wrecking ball of gentrification. Many surronding 
small counter-culture businesses were priced out of the area. Now Miller brews Henrys in Tumwater and still claims to be the 
“West's Oldest Brewery.” Before they shut the Blitz-Weinhard plant it had been the longest continuously operating brewery in the 
country. ; 
Pabst brewing company sold its last remaining brewery last spring to become a paper-only entity, contracting production 
out to Miller in the US. For some reason Pabst is quite popular, though it is contract-brewed at Tumwater and no longer at any of 
its own breweries. When Pabst closed their original Milwaukee, WI plant, a huge backlash ensued as locals refused to drink beer 
from a company with so little respect for their employees. lronically, it is Pabst that wets the lips of many a self-styled activist. . 

Enough about the politics of beer. Far from the world of the Busches and Millers who brew hundreds of millions of barrels 
of beer every year are those who brew for themselves and their friends. Homebrewing soared in popularity Prohibition and 
experienced a revival in the 1970's and 80's as people became more interested in different beer styles. Every American 18 years 
of age and up, can brew up to 200 gallons of homebrew a year. The age was specified when Jimmy Carter signed the National 
Homebrewing Act in 1977, officially legalizing the hobby for the first time since Prohibition. This created an interesting legal, gray 
area: an 18 year old can buy home brewing equipment and brew but isn’t allowed to drink their own products. 

Anyone who knows how to clean and sterilize things can become a good brewer. Brewing is about 90% cleaning. 
Because if any bacteria or wild yeast gets into the fermenting beer (called wort) before the alcohol is created some terrible off- 
flavour may occur. Infections can cause beer to turn sour or gush out of the bottle. The brewing process is quite simple, especially 
when using malt extract. 

The full brewing process includes mashing, when the starches in malted barley are converted into sugars by the naturally 
occurring enzymes in the barley. Malt extract is the concentrated result of this process, and simplifies brewing considerably, and 
reduces the brew day to about 3-4 hours instead of the 6-8 it can take for a full-mash (all-grain -brew).

I went to Palestine for a month in July and August 
of 2002. I traveled to Palestine to be part of an 
international solidarity movement for peace and to 
help try and end the occupation of Palestine by 
Israel. Here are some observations and reflections 
from that trip. The trip was full of contradictions. 
Very little of what I found in Palestine and Israel 
was easy or simple. In many ways, it was an 
extremely frustrating experience to write or speak 
about. Myself... I am a Jewish American boy from an 
upper middle class family, while not. being rabid 
Israeli nationalists is definitely Zionist. I was 
raised to fear Arabs and think that they wanted to 
kill me. I was raised to hold Israel in this divine 
light of purity. "Sure Israel wasn't perfect, but it 
was a courageous country that had struggled through 
its purity of arms, and its sheer resourcefulness to 
fight off the ravaging hordes of evil darkies 
surrounding it." It took years and years of reading 
and communicating before I was able to look Israel 


squarely in the eye to hold an opinion based on fact, 


not early socialization. 

So, I left for Israel with a commitment to work in 
solidarity with the Palestinian’ national struggle, 
yet I was also doubtful. I was plagued with doubts 
about what exactly I was getting myself into. And 
for whom I would be working. I left knowing that 
Israel was founded in a classic colonialist model by 
European Jews from the late 1800's to 1948. I knew 
that Palestine (i.e., the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip, ‘the="“67™ not "“48") had been under a repressive 
military occupation for over 30 years. That the 
Israeli army has a well-known history of targeting 
civilian populations for deterrence and retaliation. 
And by that I mean,- destroying Whole peasant 
villages, men, women and children, shelling them with 

. artillery, sending in tanks, etc.... 

But, the Palestinians aren't perfect either.., 
Arafat is widely regarded throughout the world and 
Palestine to be corrupt. The fundamentalist, Islamic

mine named Ahmoud once said, “What the fuck? They 
want a JEWISH state? Now? In this day and age? Do 
they think it is 1600 or something?" (It should be 
mentioned that most of my peers in Palestine had all 
been tortured and imprisoned for "political 

Ahmoud, for example, had been a member of 
the Democratic Front for the Liberation of Palestine 
and was arrested during the first Intifada and 
imprisoned for 5 years.) Anyway, the Israelis would 
never accept a single state solution because they are 
scared of "the demographic problem." 


While the majority of Israelis are willing to give 
up land for peace and allow the Palestinians their 
state in the West Bank and the Gaza Strip, the 
Israeli: elite do not want a real state to be formed. 
Their vision is closer to the old vision of the South 
African Apartiedists' (who happen to be their old 
buddies via USA global hegemony) mini-state 
Bantustans. The Israeli elite would prefer to wash 
their hands of the civil administration of Palestine. 
Of course, the Israeli elite would like to wash their 
hands of them because quite frankly the Palestinians 
are a pain in their ass, as are other systemically 
impoverished and oppressed populaces. But that 
doesn’t mean that the Israelis want to lose access to 
an impoverished and therefore easily controlled and 


cheap workforce, or access to the water underneath 
Palestinian soil. The area is, after all, a desert. 


There are tons of ambiguities... Jerusalem, 
horrible atrocities committed by both sides Israeli's 
economic penetration into the Occupied Territories 
and the Palestinians’ need for jobs, even ones that 
foster economic dependence. I could go on and on. 

Once I was actually in the West Bank, everything 
was ciear. I'm serious. It was crystal fucking 


clear. The Palestinians live under a straight-up 
military occupation. 


A foreiqn military force of 


the nicest asphalt roads I have ever seen. They have 
armed guards, often military, protecting them from 
behind 4-meter-tall, security fences surrounding the 
neighborhoods. These neighborhoods are the 
settlements. It’s true that not all settlements are 
like this, but most are. It is so obvious, the 
settlers are stealing land. They are stealing water. 
They are invaders and colonialists. 


I visited a settlement for a day. It was striking 
to watch all these nice clean and "decent" Jewish 
families walk around armed to the fuckin teeth. And 
you know why, because they had stolen someone else’s 
land and they were scared. Hell, half of the 
settlers don't even really believe in the weird 
fucked up version of Jewish nationalism known as 
Zionism. They just simply wanted a decent place to 
raise their families. And their government was so 
willing to subsidize their move and help them out. 
Then they get there and they are surrounded by crazy 
fucking fascist/racist ideological settlers. Of 
course, they’ re surrounded by the impoverished 
Palestinian nation that would like to, maybe, go work 
their olive fields that were just stolen from them. 
Many of the economic settlers want to leave, but they 
can't. The Israeli government helped them move there 
but they won't help them leave. Almost no one in 
their right fucking mind wants to buy a house in the 
middle of a hostile, native population that rightly 
thinks that you want to kill them or steal their 
land. (As a sidenote, some Zionist politicians like 
to say, "There already is a Palestinian country, 
Jordan." I sure wish that I could make something as 
horrible as ethnic cleansing sound so pithy.)

Unlike the United States, my home, Israel's 
process of murdering or getting the indigenous 
population "out of the picture" is still in full 
swing. Israel. is still taking care of the 
embarrassing fact that they stole their land and that 
the land had previous owners who are still around and 
pissed about it. As a result, Israel may be fucked 
up, but you, have to make some kind of deal with them 
or else they will drop a nuclear bomb on you which 
wouldn't help very much. Luckily, the vast majority 
of the Palestinian populace has recognized this and 
they aren't asking for the ethnic cleansing or 
genocide of Israel. 


In short, the Palestinians want one of two things: 
A single, democratic, secular state in the area ora 
two-state solution with a Palestinian state 
comprising of the West Bank and the Gaza Strip. 
While some Israelis would be fine with a single 
democratic secular state, the majority of then, 
especially the diehard Zionists among them, are 
scared shitless of that idea. The Zionist dream is 
of course a dream of a Jewish homeland in Israel (and 
Probably most of Jordan, Syria, Southern Lebanon, and 
the Sinai). The idea of a Jewish homeland must have 
been rather appealing to World Jewry right after 6 
million of them were killed during WW2, but imagine 
the Christians in the U.S. demanding that the uS

But enough 
people are shot that every Palestinian knows someone 
who has been hit. Once shot, there’s a less than 50% 
chance of being allowed to go to a hospital. Don't 
worry the Israeli army will put you in an ambulance, 
but then they'll detain the ambulance till you have 
died. A Palestinian with a gun wound doesn't have 
much of a chance in Palestine. The vast majority of 
Palestinians shot down in their home-town streets by 
the occupying Israeli military were probably just 
visiting a neighbor or trying to sneak out to get 
bread or something, or they could be playing soccer 
in the streets. Israeli soldiers seem to be awfully 
scared and hateful of 9 year old Palestinian soccer 
Players who should be locked up inside their homes 
with their mothers and sisters. There is a good 
chance that their father was already killed, is in 
jail or is hiding in Israel, being used as a slave 
laborer. 


When you drive around Palestine it is striking. 
There are all these weird fucking suburban 
neighborhoods dotted on hilltops in the middle of the 
desert. They have green lawns and swimming pools. 

New model cars and busses drive in an out of them on

Here is an update from the last’ week of my 


I'm currently in Qalquilia, Palestine. 
well. 
life: 


We arrived in Qalquilia last Sunday. After a few 
small problems getting through the military 
checkpoint, we were transported to the Municipality 
building and introduced to the Mayor. So begins our 
adventure. But first, a little about the city. 

Qalquilia is a small*city of 40,000 people. It is 
situated directly on the green line separating 
Palestine and Israel.- 70% of the population are 
refugees from the mass: displacement of Palestinians 
in 1948.. In 1967, when Israel conquered the West 
Bank during the Six Day War, 15,000 residents. of 
Qalquilia became refugees. In 1970, some of those 
refugees returned when King Husseni’ expelled the PLO 
(Palestinian Liberation Organization)f£rom Jordan in 
September of that year. ~ As a result of the high 
refugee population and the Current military 
occupation, this city faces huge issues of poverty 
(70% of the pop.), unemployment and lack of access to 
services. 


Since the start of this current intifada, Qalqilia 
has. been under military curfew since January of 2001. 
The military has bulldozed a ring road around the 
city and confiscated all property on the western side 
of the city outside that road. - The mayor stated that 
over 40% of the population of Qalqilia is dependent 
on agricultural lands for work. This current 
confiscation amounted to Several thousand dunums (sq. 
kilometers) of land. The wall being built which will 
separate the West Bank trom lsrael proper will pass 
right along the edge of this road. In addition, 
municipal sources report that the army will encircle 
the entire city in a similar wall.on the other three 
sides. The city uscd to have five or more main 
access points to the city. The military has blocked 
off all of these access roads except for two, one 
solely used for the military. This leaves, for the 
populace, one way in and one way out. And of course, 
this is where the checkpoint is. 


The military has fostered this image that the. PRCS 
iS used to run guns, bombs, terrorists, etc... They do 
this by arresting somcone in an ambulance, highly 
publicizing their arrest, and then guietly-letting 
them out with charges dropped a few days later; This 
is ridiculous. In my. admittedly short time -here, I 
have seen nothing which does not strictly conform to 
the international law.concerning the conduct of 
medics given in the 4th Geneva Convention. 

I am neither an EMT nor a paramedic, however I am 
a gringo. And that accords me certain privileges. I 
am able to somewhat lessen violence used by the 
Israeli military, I can speak English to the soldiers 
and facilitate the transfer of the ambulances through 
checkpoints and I can make friends with the local 
ambulance crew whom are -all, with out exception, 
highly traumatized not only by their high-stress work 
and position as a member of an occupied nation, but 
due to the ‘somewhat arbitrary harassment and violence 
done upon them by members of the Israeli Army. 


In the last four days, I have made friends with 
quite a few folks who work at the PRCS. It is 
apparent that these are strong,.intelligent, and 
caring people who are suffering extreme psychological 
trauma. They. exhibit classic symptoms of Post 
Traumatic Stress: Disorder. : 

Their stories are hair-raising and exceptional. 
The day to day basics of being held at gunpoint, made 
to strip, made to debase themselves. and act like it 
is alright are beneath mention. Those are simply 
what they have to face in order to transport their 
patients from home to hospital. Their stories are 
filled with gunshots from snipers, patients dying due 
to the military forcing them to wait at checkpoints 
(often apparently on purpose), arbitrary 
incarceration for a'month, etc... 


I could tell their stories but, to be honest, my 


own of the last 4 days are enough. And I ama 


gringo, not subject to the worst. 


For example, on a single routine trip to Nablus, a 
big city about 15 miles away and containing Several 
hospitals, with several patients, we were stopped 
four times. 


The first time was through the single Qalquilia 
checkpoint. They forced Gveryone out of the 


ambulance. However, they didn't search anyone. They 


(This update wus just interrupted by an ambulance 
call. Myself and two EMTs went to a nearby hospital 
to pick up a young man’ and take him home. This young 
man was beaten by Israeli soldiers today. He was out 
working. his father's olive tree grove. Soldiers beat 
him severely. They blackened his face, broke both of 
his wrists. and/or hands:and broke both of his 
ankles.) 


Unlike the story betore the interruption, this one 
is not common place. One day, two :paramedics/EMTs 
and myself were returning from Nablus. We got a 
call... There was a man injured by soldiers and We 
need to go get him and take him to a hospital. We 
passed through the Soldiers’ checkpoint. They say 
almost nothing to us. About 200 yards later, Israeli 
soldiers jump out in front of us with rifles aimed. 
They take cover behind trees and wave us out. T 
sing out in my best English. “Hello! We are trying 
to reach a patient! I am an American! What is going 
on!" This time it didn't work so well. 


The soldiers say, “Hands up! Shirt up! Pants 
down! Spin around! Hands-on your head! Come, sit 
down.” Then, “You aré American, right? .Go to the 
ambulance and open all the doors.” (It is illegal to 
use civilians as human shields this way.) I open the 
doors. They cleared the ambulance making sure there 
Was no threat. We were told we could not continue. 
Of course, this is the only way into Qalquilia. 


We end up turning around.and somehow finding 
another- way through an alley. We eventually got near 
the man who was shot but soldiers will not allow us 
to tend-to him. The. soldiers have a history of 
letting people they shot die. Eventually, we get in 
and..the EMTs. stabilized the man. He was shot three 
times. ‘Stomach,.leg and wrist.

3 how it works: the shower drains outside to a constructed wetland. It consists of two 
basins; the first is full of varying sized rocks and sand which filters the water. Cattails 
(a marshland plant) help to clean the water in the first basin. (The basins are made 
by digging a ditch and lining it with a “sandwich” of carpet, plastic and carpet; all can 
be obtained from the urban waste stream. Able to hold rocks, plants and water, this 
4 teplicates a small pond). Not only do the Cattails beautify the landscape and filter 
F< water, but they're also entirely edible. Finally, the pollen from the Cattail plant can be 
harvested and made into a supplemental honeybee food for the winter months. In 
order to elongate the flow of the pond, we placed a series of baffles zig zagging 
through the basin (they're simply sheets of Plexiglas that create a meandering, 

s; Snaking pattern). They force the water to flow further, optimizing the edge effect of 
the pond. 

From here, the water is gravity fed to the second basin. Lacking 
rocks, the second basin (an old deep dish washing sink, fished out of a Dumpster 
and plugged) is full of Water Hyacinth, which suck oxygen out of the air, pumping it 
into the water, and cleansing it.

That way as they grow upwards the plants reach out 
horizontally—producing tubers and ensuring a large harvest. The 

tires also act as a heat reservoir, heating the potatoes, which 
require extra thermal attention. They've aiso been placed in 

relative location to heat loving plants and the beehives, making use 
of their heightened thermal mass (NOTE: some Permaculturalists 
suggest not using this method. The tires can rot and off-gas, which 
contaminate growing food. Users of this method should be aware of 
this possibility, and replace the tires frequently. Another 

possibility is cutting 55-gallon garbage containers into stackable 
sections and using them as you would a tire stack). 

The fence that separates the garden from the apartment 
building next door is over flowing with wild blackberries, which (when 
flowering) are good bee forage, and make excellent pies. There's 
also honey suckle, and the flowers find their way into my salads a 
lot. We have various other useful plants—apple and plum tree, corn, 
squashes of all kinds, garlic, mashaua (another Andean plant) 
tithonia, artichoke, sorrel, nettle, parsley, spinach, beets, chard, 
Culinary sage, penny royal, earth chestnuts (attracts beneficial 
insects), mullen, marigolds for the bees and butterflies, lavender, 
tamanillos, and much more (many of our plants were donated by Wild 
Heart gardens and the Occidental Arts and Ecology Center—so thanks 
to them!) All of this is an extremely small space—perhaps 30’ by 
50’ of or less. Much of it is grown using bio-intensive means and 
by making use of vertical space. 

Next to the back door of the main house is a bustling grape 
vine, tangling it's way up our window's security bars. Below the vine, 
chard and tomatoes (both of which volunteered) reach for the 
sunlight. There's also lots of herbs planted near the kitchen door 
for cooking ease. Likewise is the worm compost bin, which is our 
second composting system (with 7 plus people and a busy community 
visiting your house for nearly weekly potlucks you have lots of 
compost to work with!). 

All the parts used for the beehive, boxes, and ponds (and 

_ the potato tires) were scavenged. Hardly a penny was spent on 
anything.

ZON E 3 mi City Parks. There are median strips between many of the roads in our 
neighborhood. The lawns planted between their curbs are sustained by spray irrigation. Wanting 
to see more useful urban plants, we began a series of nighttime tree planting missions. At 

first people looked at us funny- five kids digging up city parks and median strips at 10 PM. But 
after the police saw us digging and mulching city property and didn’t arrest us, we got the semi 
Official green light and started planting fruit trees all over the neighborhood. Cherry, lemon, lime, 


plum, pear, and apple trees of all varieties now dot the neighborhood. Strategically placed near 
he city water sprinklers, they get watered regularly. 


ZON ES a 5 mThe Urban Wilds. Is there a zone 4-5 ina city? | don’t know—perhaps the’ 

closest thing to these zones is the bay wetlands (a wild life preserve). Maybe in time people will 
realize the importance of allowing the hills and Bay Shore grow wild again. Even in the heart of 
he city, thousands of plants and animals make their homes. As the sun creeps down, owls, 
Ox€s, raccoons, possums, and countless other animals creep out to scavenge for food. 

As the sun climbs back into the sky, ground squirrels, birds, the endangered Alameda 
ounty whip snake, and countless other creatures venture out to greet the dawn. Though most of 
America” cities have been irresponsibly encased in concrete, it is important for us, as 
Permaculturalists, to Oppose unnecessary growth and sprawl. Do we really need more roads, 
sub-divisions, or high-rises? Wouldn't it be possible to instead cultivate intensive, small-scale 

house-holds that are relatively self-sufficient? It is important actively protest such cancerous 


growth and instead promote small-scale urban development. Perhaps then we will be able to let 
our urban lands begin to grow truly wild. |

Right now is a time when we 
are starting to feel the effects 
of a sick society. These 
pressures are causing many 
people to notice an increase in 
mental health-related symptoms 
such as anxiety, depression, 
anger, and disrealty, all 
perfectly natural reactions to a 
fucked-up world. 

This article is directed to 
the people whose mental chaos ' 
goes beyond this; it is a call- 
out to that portion of our 
community who have had to live 
with these symptoms throughout 
their lives, every single day 
and survived despite this: 
Survivors of physical, 
emotional, and sexual abuse; 
psychiatric survivors, domestic 
and ritual abuse survivors; 
People living with chronic 
anxiety, OCD, panic attacks, bi- 
polar-ness, and other so-called 
“disorders”; survivors of self- 
harm and those surviving the 
chaos and loneliness of their 
own reality; anybody who 
identifies as multiple, has 
social phobias, anyone who 
suffers from “breakdowns”. 
Those who have lived in and out 
of institutions, or whose brains 
have been manipulated with mind- 
numbing pharmaceuticals shoved 
down their throats. This is a 
call-out for anybody who has 
been called crazy by their 
friends and family. And for 
those living in silence, hiding 
alone with their insanity, in 
fear of alienation and 
abandonment.

Ideally 
this would provide a larger 
circle of allies, and more 
empathy and compassion towards 
eachother within the :activist 
communities. 

We need people who have a 
safe space they are willing to 
contribute for a group to meet 
in-once a week for a few hours 
(ideally someone within the 
group themelves, or close 
personal alllies). We've found 
that 4 or 5 people to a group 
allows every one to get a chance 
to speak (allotting for 
inevitable no-shows). 

Allies, people who are 
willing and able to support 
their crazy friends, but do not 
identify as crazy (a.k.a. 
“mentally ill”) themselves are 
always appreciated. However in 
order to ensure an equal balance 
between support and disclosure, 
only people who are “out” as 
crazy or are in the process of 
working on their shit are 
invited to join. There are no 
credentials. If you’re crazy, 
you'll know. It is a place 
where you are safe to be in 
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with these symptoms throughout 
their lives, every single day 
and survived despite this: 
Survivors of physical, 
emotional, and sexual abuse; 
psychiatric survivors, domestic 
and ritual abuse survivors; 
People living with chronic 
anxiety, OCD, panic attacks, bi- 
polar-ness, and other so-called 
“disorders”; survivors of self- 
harm and those surviving the 
chaos and loneliness of their 
own reality; anybody who 
identifies as multiple, has 
social phobias, anyone who 
suffers from “breakdowns”. 
Those who have lived in and out 
of institutions, or whose brains 
have been manipulated with mind- 
numbing pharmaceuticals shoved 
down their throats. This is a 
call-out for anybody who has 
been called crazy by their 
friends and family.

"mental health industry (one of 


the fastest growing and most 
profitable industries in the 
world today) uses books like the 
DSM III (the standard diagnostic 
manual used by all psychiatrists 
and psychologists to label us as 
“mentally i11”) as they 


previously used the Malleus 
Malleficrum (used to determine 
the innocent as heretics and 
witches). Only in this modern- 
day witch-hunt, madness comes 
neatly packaged with a 
diagnosis, a chemical “cure”, 
and a stigma that reduces people 
suffering from mental “illness” 
to second-class citizens to be 


feared and persecuted (and 


eventually if all goes as 
planned, fucked-up, doped-up, 
and locked-up). 

Many people have chosen to 
reject the fascism of the 
corporate mental health system: 
forced drugging, prescriptions 
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diet, etc.) with those 
surrounding them, feel alienated 
and isolated because of their 
mental health.

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Anti-racist activists were arrested while protesting 
the neo-nazi organization The National Alliance at 
Baltimore Travel Plaza on August 24, 2002. Some 

two hundredracists were gathering there to meet 


before attending a rally in Washington, D.C. later 
that day. As the activists entered the parking 
lot, the group was confronted by several police 
cars. They were all plaged under, arrest, cuffed, 
and brought to the police’ station. before being 
transferred to Central Booking. ven the lawyer 
attempting to represent the activists was placed 
under arrest for failure to obey an officer. Some 
were eventually released on their own recognizance 
while others had bail amounts upwards of $10,000. 
None of them were told what they were being 
charged with until after they had been interviewed. 
All the arrested say they committed no crime. 


Later that night, Baltimore police carried out 
a search on a community center which was being 
used to coordinate jail solidarity. Folice had 
no warrant, but they confiscated pamphlets, 
magazines and other literature. Immediately 
afterward, police surrounded a progressive 
activist center and attempted another warrant-less 
search but the activists inside refused to talk 
with police and instead catled the media. Folice 
left when the media arrived and then followed 
and pulled over cars traveling to and from these 
locations. Reasons were not given as to why 
cars were being stopped and several people were 
pulled over at gunpoint. 


It is clear that the charges against the 28 
anti-racists are part of a larger attempt to 
silence the voices of committed activists. 

This case is important to everyone continent-wide 
who is opposed to racial and other nazi preju- ; 

dices. The Raltimore Anti-Racist 28 not only need 
funds, they also are still in need of legal 
support. Any legal resources you can provide will 
be greatly appreciated and desperately needed. 


Corporate media accounts are based on statements 
by the police and National Alliance. Accurate 
information on the charges and police tactics 
need to be disseminated.

Every 
one of the boys from Boonville who 
were transferred with me the first 
go around, I éended up meeting again 
in prison. Not once did we, our 
tamilies, lawyers, judges, news 
reporters, parole officers, etc. 
mention what had happened to us. 
The state of Missouri has been 
covering this up for way’ too long 
and I am seeking a closure to this 
nightmare. Can you believe that 
from 1968 up until today I have 
never seen a Christmas, a birthday, 
a New Year or a Thanksgiving in 
society (i.e., the free world)? 

This nightmare began when they 
illegally sent me to prison at 
thirteen years old. I ask you, 
where is the justice? I am 46 
years old now ahd I have been 
unjustly condemned to sitting in 
the hole. I am classified as an 
undesirable even today because I 
continue to resist and oppose the 
injustices and inequities of this 
state system of social ‘control. 
plan to fight the injustice that 
was done to me until “death seizes 
me or until justice prevails... 

This is becoming extremely 
difficult for me because the pain 
is real and my mind keeps shutting 


down; it will have to do until I am 


able to go deeper into my past. 
There is a lot more to tell but 
that’s a lot to ask: a lot of doors 
to open that I am not ready to deal 
with for the pain and suffering is 
great. I have to really sit down 
and put my all into this because it 
involves my revolutionary 
consciousness...
